W ASHINGTON, Oct. 12.— Philander Chase Knox, sen­ 
ator from Pennsylvania and secretary of state under Presi­ 
dent Taft, died suddenly at 6:30 o’clock this evening at his 
home here. 
He was stricken with paralysis after descend­ 
ing the stairway on his way to the dining room for dinner 
and passed aw ay fifteen minutes later without regaining 
consciousness. 
Mrs. Knox and the senator’s secretary, W. F. Martin, 
were near the senator and hurried to his aid. 
Dr. Samuel I 
Adams was summoned immediately but he found Mr. Knox 
beyt i d medical aid. 
Senator Knox returned to Washington only last M o n -1 
day night from a trip to Europe with Mrs. Knox and he at­ 
tended the sessions of the senate yesterday and today. 
Leaving the cham ber about 5 o'clock this afternoon the 
senator took an automobile ride thru Potomac Park and
